:to the Objection, Thar Incloling the Waſte asDireGed by che Bill, will be an Incroachment upon the Rights of the Com 
moners, 'tis Anfwered, Nothing can be more. Plain, than that this Pr eterics is Groundleſs; for they do not Claim Common all 
over the Foreſt, but in Vaſtis Locis, Apertis, as by the Claims oi the Tenants of Lindburſt, South Badly, &e. may Appear. 

But iturther, the Kings and Cthebins or England have 1n all times Incloſed inthis Foreſt for Railing Wood and Timber, and 
che corcateſt part of the Stock of Timber now 1 the Foreſt, has been Raited by ſuch Incloſures as 1s intended by the Bill, and 
the Places retain the Names of Copices to this day, as Namely, K ings Copice, New Copice, Bimly Copice, Wooton Copice, Caſtle 

Copice, Broadgate Copice, &vc. which Copices ( except the firſt) arc all open to the Commoners, and were not made 600 years 
ago, as 15 alledged, but were Made and Repaired about the year 1600. as may be made appear.

Little Reaſon is therealſo to pretend that either rhe Corn or the Cattel of cheſe Inhabirants have been ſenr-into the Counties

Fucl Wood, that 1s fully laved in the Bill, ( which was not for the Inhabitants of Deane Foreſt ) andthe Provifi- 
on avainſt Browſing will Enable this Forelt the Lattes os Satishe the Claim of Fuel, tor in the Year 1696. the Browle taken up 
( betides whar was tecretly carried off) amountedto 20191oads of Wood and Timber, which is more than al the Rights of 
Fuel for Two Years, and ofthe great Waſte and Deſtruction made, under the Pretence of Be owlſe, the whole .egard of this 
Foreſt were {0 Cuaftble, that ar the Swainmore Court held in this Foreſt 14th Septemb. 1693, they Preſent t « ſame to be a 
Deſtruction to the (aid New Foreſt. But invain are Prelentments made for any Oftence, whilſt the Laws of the Foreſt are not put 
in Exccution ; tor at the Atachment Court they can only Prelent, and ar the Swainmote Convidt ( and bind over to a 
Juſtice Seat ) but cannot Punith at either of the laid Courts, and o_ hence ariles ( 1n fome meaſure ) the OWN of the 
Bill, if this Foreſt, that Iyes fo contiguous to the Navy Yards, be worthy Prelervarion. 

As to Pannage, that, by the Foreſt Law, 1s but berween the 14th Sept. and 11th of Nov. yearly, and a Maſt not ha 
Ing generally above once in Four or Five Years, is notRelirained above Four times in the Bill, as in the Ad forthe Foreſt of 
Deane ; and without this Reſtraint of Pannage, for ſome time, *tis mor ally impoſlible to raiſe any Nurleries of Wood and Tim- 
ber in any Foreſt without Paling. 

Upon the whole, it-1r be neccifary that we have a Navy in England, it is as neceſlary that we have Timber to maintain and 
{upport it, and icbecomie more {o, to make ſome Provition, by how much our Navy 1s of late Years Increaſed, and that one 
of the Northern Crowns has Pr ohibired the Exportation ot Oake n Timber, and our own Maritime Counties are very much 
exhauſted; and whether the Groundlels Pretences of fome Perſons hall preponderare the Advantages and Sccurity this Nation 
may reaſonably expeda trom ſuch a Bill, 1s humbly ſubmitted, ſince ris very plain the Bill Anfwers its Title, and cannor 
potlibly be extended to any Private Advantage ( as has been infinuated ) bur 15 really and truly for Increaſe and Preſerva- 
tion of Timber in New Foreſt, and propoled 1 in Ikemanner as was done in Deane Foreſt, which tor 1 0000 Acres 15 now.
